TI16 SIGN OF OUR LORE t £ SECOND DOMING 

1* On April 24, 1 963j it was said: "Oar Lord 
afflrr&cd that He Himself will reveal Che day 
and the hour to the Holy Father alone. How¬ 
ever* an unequivocal sign will be previously 
given to the entire world: the consecrated 
hosts will fly to heaven* and chat this will 
happen simultaneously in the entire world; they 
will disappear even from the hand el the priest 
celebrating Hass And from the tongue of those 
receiving CoDDunion, 

When this takes place, everyone must he warn¬ 
ed,. fer His second coming among us will then be 
at baud. Oi:r Lord assures us that this second 
coming of His will have to be on an hooter 
Sunday, flc will first come as >[aater and Sav¬ 
ior and will walk upon this earth again* even 
as He did during the daya after His resurrec¬ 
tion and before His ascension into heaven. 

At the time when He comes to prepare mankind. 
He will reserve Co Himself alone the celebra- 
tion of Holy Maes. He will enter even through 
the closed doers of houses. By this* He says* 
it will be knwn that He la truly Christ* and 
not the impostors who declare themselves to be 
He. Jcoua clarified that it is for this reason 
He left us a sign in the holy gospel, in these 
words: "Aa lightning eometh out of the east and 
appearsth even into the west/* it will he known 
where He is. 


2. In July 1966> Our Lard said to me (Pcrta- 
voz); "No one follows My doctrine any more. 

No one remembers ffy words any longer. It seem 
as though faith has been extinguished upon the 
earth* 11 
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3, Or July 13 , 1369, Our Lord revealed this: 
First!: that Ms will tome again * ae Ha pro¬ 
mised His dLscipIea on the day of Hia ascen¬ 
sion intD heaven, i understand that He viU 
co^a soon* and He ■will wait among us just as 
He did during the forty daya before He as¬ 
cended into heaven. 

During the period of ttse when Jesua will 
visibly appear upon earth will be when the 
hosts will fly to heaven* because He will then 
he present. During that ti<ra priests will net 
consecrate; only Jeaus will have that right. 
Frieets will fulfil] their duties by adminis¬ 
tering the other £ecr amenta; but only Jesus_ 
will administer Holy Communion, Our Lord will 
celebrate the Holy Mass wherever He wills, end 
He will give Himself in -Holy ConffliunioTi wherever 
and to whosever He well knows will be properly 
disposed and worthy 'Of receiving Him, 

I underatoed tiiat this would be done simul¬ 
taneously in different parts of the world. It 
will be an unmiat liable aign because this act 
wilt be made known immediately by all thejrea- 
ent means of oc>Ersunication s such as television, 
the preaa, radio* etc. In thiE manner* those 
who deceit fully -axiae calling themselves 
Christs will be shown to be liars, Ibis is 
the reason Jes j.s says that this sign will he 
perceived "frea- east to vest! 11 for only He and 
He alone has the grace of ubiquity or omni¬ 
presence, because- He is God, 

Then I understood.those words of Christ in 
the gospel i "feTien the Son c£ nan shall cone* 
do you think He will find faith on earth?" 
by these words He re-fern precisely to His re- 
turn at this time, that is, in His second 
coming. He does not refer to Me last com- 
ing; because tsis last coming will be for the 
third time* and then it will be as Judge. He 
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has to come before that last time, because tie 
is still moved by His great mercy, because we 
arouse Etia compassion, He coases to help us. 

SuE if at this second coming we refuse to obev 
and gtill do not Correct our lives, that will 
he sll + For at His third coming in the final 
judgemot, His Justice will give to each one 
what he -deaerveg: reward or punishment. 

■i. On July 14* 19&S * the Fcrtauoz asid: "l 
understood that since He will return in Mis 
glorified and intangible body. He will pene¬ 
trate into bouses without the need of opening 
doors. Then He will cause many buildings to 
tumble to the ground; houses sr.d ever, churches 
that were constructed for vantty, or even 
verse sins, with the pretext that they were 
ceant for His service, will fall. He will 
prefer some humble little chapels and poor 
little houses, especially religious Communi¬ 
ties, while sumptuous edifices will be de¬ 
stroyed, Thus He will manifest that they were 
net pleasing in His sigEit. 

HOW TO RECEIVE HOLY COMPTON

they xfinaive the lest blessing unless they are 
knee line. I They must devoutly approach to re¬ 
ceive Holy Co tx union." 

PEESEyT MASS IS MOT IHE CATHOLIC MASS 

ft* On Mav 24. 1970, Our lord saidi "This son 
Is to" Me like a tear-absorbing kerchief drying 
My tears * bee ause h a weepa v-th Me e ver th e 
outrages to tbs holy Eucharist, which w^,_ 
c&ase very soon now, because this profanation 
should not be tolerated any longer.^ Thjj^resz. 
ant mas s fa net the Catholic Mass. " 

The bishop invited us t; go to the Usan^ca 
with him for the conceleh ration of a Mass w hi eh 
was going to be said at the entrance of the 
basilica, on the occasion of the end of the 
Grand Ultreya (CuraiHo) which has just been ^ 
celebrated in this capital city, and Fct which 
F.anv people: c&oe from various countries a..-, 
places. 

Ue want therefore to the con celeb rated l.sse, 
and as scon as we arrived and I noticed tne 
turbulent juufcle and confusion of the people, 
absolutely without any devotion or respect, ^ 
felt great sorrow, but the culminating point 
arrived at the time for holy Communion* ff P 
during Maas* it happened that absolutely every¬ 
body, excepting oursslves, remained standing. 
and conversing with one another, the sate thing 
continued now at Communion. Some young can 
tame down to give Communion, without cassocks 
or surplices, much less a stole not e’.-c a 
Roman collar* Instead* they were dressed as 
seculars* and in a slovenly manner; their 
shirts were unfaa tened at the nenk, as thu«gb 
they were on a spree cr as though relsxi.*.g *■*. 
their Family circle* and although raws were

formed to give Gonmunion, every oat was standing, 
talking until the moment of cCMmnieating, and 
a f ter hav ing r e c el vad commun ion, 1 aughing end 
moving from one side to the other, without any 
reverence* 

I felt like dying of sorrow, sed scarcely had 
1 received ths host on my tongue, when Jeans 
began to apeak to me, saying: "So you see these 
irreverent people? Help Me to rectify things 
a little, until the moment co;ras when I shall 
be once more arOCg them tc instruct them in the 
truth, These people, always inclined to the 
relaxation of the discipline cf My precepts, 
more readily cbEv the awarm cf Folse teachers, 
who guide them along the paths of paganism* 
where the worship of the Divinity is destroyed. 
For this reason, these people arouse My com- 
passion. For this reason, it is necessary for 
He t o come amc ag them a uoni" 

"1 have brought you here unexpectedly, to 
witness this celebration, so that you may knew 
how I am insulted in all places, instead of 
being honored and reverenced in the blessed 
Eacrament, vhere all should hunb1y proetrafe 
themselves, repentant c-f their sins, ilut they 
rake of the Mass a pagan festival, behold: 
Beheld My caun tenence \" And upon saving these 
words, He allowed me to sea Him for a moment, 

1 saw His divine face, all covered with stains 
as of mud, blood, and something like a kind cf 
liquid gelatin; all this tsade Him horribly 
ugly; His Features wore disfigured. It was Hie 
holy face, undoubtedly, but wounded, bruised, 
and spit upon, for He said, to r.e: "They renew 
upon My face the blows and the spittle that 1 
received in the dungeon." And l becsES aware 
that Jesus bad His eyes shut, just as it is 
represented in the Holy Face that was imprinted 
on Veronica’s veil.

'The Canon of the Mas9 should be said hy the 
priest alone, in silence and in Latin, without 
diminishing even s n ingle iota, rhe faithful 
should remain, in silence, adoring the Euchar¬ 
ist, which ia the inc-ffahle mystery pf i^y div¬ 
ine and human love, which oou will net he able 
to underetend except in eternity. But believe 
What I teach ycy and make acts of faith, of 
hope and of love* united to Me, when you see 
He elevated in the Host and in the chalice. The 
words that 1 taught you last year should be 
recited by the faithful silently or in a very 
low voice in chorus, and with deep reverence" 
when you adore this mystery of faith and of 
love, through which you all can be saved if 
you do true penance and amend your 1iyes, For 
no one can be saved with faith" alone, if he 
does not have charity and good works* 11 

Our Lord said to at: "How,..let us go, in 
order-to surrender yourself completely to Me. 11 
I went, and froa joy I forgot end I knelt. Then 
the priest, very displeased, said; to nes 
"Stand up, you ridiculous* old-fashioned nun! 11 

1 repeated machanicully- to Our Lords "Forgive 
thea, for they know not what they do," and He 
replied: "it is true. My daughter; many of My 
priests know not what they do; they are full of 
darkness* they are Mind* Right dow, this ia 
the greatest harm there ia in the world: apir- 
itual darkness; souls are blinded by error* 
blindness of conscience leads to aaoy grave 
and -.amantoble fails, which cause scandal, and 
those who scandalise do not consider their 
fault* Right now there are many sacrilegious 
CotEDunions and j&any Mae sea profaned, 11 

While attending Holy Haas in tha church, 

Jesus was pleased to teach te a fortrula cf how 
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one should hear Mans at the present tide with 
the reforms that have beer, pgde in it. 

Jesus spoke to me thus (it was shout 11: 30 
s.mj: ’’Write; the holy Mass should roeaain ex¬ 
actly as it is in the decree c£ liy faithful 
servant Fius V* The only renovations should be 
these: 

1. "The faithful may devoutly answer the 
prayers of the first part of the Haas, and it 
may fee in the vernacular so that everyone rray 
understand it, hut the faithful should reclts 
the Kyries and the Coafieeor kneeling and with 
deep repentance for their sins, 

2, 11 It is good Chat the Epistle and the Gos¬ 
pel he said in the vernacular, and tha faithful 
should be standing and net seated, Tha Creed 
Should be said standing, and it should be the 
one that tty Apostles composed* because it ton- 
tains all the dogmas of the Apostolic Roman. 
Catholic faith, 

3, "The sol eon part cf the Mass should he 
Latin, and only the priest should say the 
Canon, silently, in the oemtiae, the faithful 
will adore. kneeling and deeply Inclined* and 
they will only lift their heads to contemplate 
the Host and tha chalice* reciting the prayers: 
(At the consecration of the bread) r Q Lord o^ur 
Cod, I end re thee profoundly!" (At- the eleva¬ 
tion of the Hast) ’My herd and ay God* come 
quickly and do not delay!’ (At the consecration 
of the chalice) '0 Jesus* Who- dost forgive all 
the sins of the world by Thy Blood, T adorn Thee 
profoundly!’ (At the elevation of the chalice) 
r Ky Lord and ay God* forgive ua all and take us 
to heaven. Give us the light ot Thy Spirit to 
know our sins, and the grace to withdraw from 

them.' „ . J 

4. "The priest should cake the profound adcra¬ 
tions after having consecrated, and than pro¬ 
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longed elevations also* in order to give an ex- 
sraplft to the faithful." 

5. With regard to the location of the altar, 
Our Lord deigned to toll oe: 11 It fa good for 
the priest to have an altar facing the people, 
fa Some congregations that are neither too 
lacga nor too intimate. They should surround 
divine worship with splendor and decorum* they 
should use all the reverential customs Which 
were used in Church* trying to teach the 
people to share in the liturgical celebrations * 
tut above all, with the example of devotion, of 
profound reverence* faith and love, 

€. "With regard to the Memento of the dead; 
Daughter* insist wherever you can* discreetly, 
that priests say gratuitous Masses for My 
priests Who are purging their sine cf avarice 
ar.d who were pardoned, through tor great mercy; 
but those who can now make these Suffrages—let 
them take warning, that they thetaelves do not 
centalt these sins* because this greatly pro¬ 
vokes divine anger. My priests who are purging 
these sins waiting fur their salvation are 
serving With their pains in purgatory to obtain 
the abbreviation of these times. And, effect¬ 
ively, the titles are feeing shortened* because 
there ere many prayera, now above all cf Victim 
souls who are offered to My Justice through 
love + 

7. "It does not please Me that the custom of 
giving the embrace of peace within the cele¬ 
bration of the Maas has returned. It is a sin¬ 
ful custom and for that reason waa abolished, 

8. ’’Let them require Once more tha decorum 
and modesty c-f woren, above all within Church* 
especially when they approach for holy Commun¬ 
ion* Woe to those who consent to this lack of 
reverence! 

9. "Finally, let them pray In the holy Maas* 
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after the second Gospel, the three Hail Marys 
and the prayers to Saint Michael the Archangel, 
who is read^ to hastan to your defense if you 
invoke hip, 

10, "At holy Mass let only BBCYed music he 
used, and nay it he a curse if they centinue 
profaning the churches with worldly music, Woe 
to these who have yielded to Ky enemies! Let 
them tremble awaiting the eternal judgment, if 
they do net repent and reeeiy the evil they 
have dona, they will net he saved. 

N Daughter, this message is fer the priests 
who will soon meet to work for the reintegra¬ 
tion of warship in My Church and for My Work cf 
Atonement. Let them take it to My beloved 
Vicar Paul VI as anon as possible and let then 
tell him that the holy sacrifice of the Mass 
should never have been profaned." 

MOTE; la this mesaage Our lord revealad what 
parts of the true Roman Mass of Pina V could be 
in the vernacular, faithfully translated, so 
that it may he acceptable to- God only un certain 
occasions. Because the Mass was changed without 
reapectins the authentic Renan Hasa of Pius V, 
Our Lord later said, in Mis messages that the 
only acceptable Mass is the Rotf.au Maaa cf Pius 
V, known as the Tridentin ft, acd that all must 
remain £n Latin* while the llOYUB Or do mass is 
not the Catholic Mass, 

ATONEMENT 13 G0D r E JUSTICE LN THE HOLY HASS 
OF PIUS V 

8, On June 26, 1970 , Our Lord said; "Atone¬ 
ment to H/ Justice, saying the holy Mess in¬ 
tegrally* with adoration of the Eucharist, 
recollection, penitence, and much poverty and 
humility, 11 
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THE ONLY MODIFICATIONS OF HOLY MASS SHOULD BE 
OF TEtR CATECHUMENS 

9. Or. December 26* 1970, Our Lord said: "Nov 
then, I tall you: It rS expedient for lyou tc 
go quickly, as quickly as possible and speak to 
!<y beloved Vicar and say; My beloved son and 
cost faithful Vicar cf My Church on earth 
Attend to the petitions wEalob My beloved E.JL. 
brings to you ea My behalf, 

a) ,r E desire My religious Order cf Atonement 
as soon aa posaibla* because it will be the 
Siiivatioal of all men, 

b) "I desire you to prohibit the profanations 
cf the holy Mass. The only irodifications of 
this holy Sacrament of Hy love should be ill the 
Mass o f th a Cate chumana, and all the rea t of 
the Mass should be the holy renovation of My 
sacrifice qn the Cross, This mystery of My 
love should bo honored by the faithful kneeling, 
and with great reverence. The Creed that 
should be recited by the faithful should be the 
Apostles f Creed* integrally! Only the Gospel, 
the Creed, and the Pater Hoe ter should be re¬ 
cited and heard while standing, but with pro¬ 
found reverence, During the rest of holy Mass, 
the faithful should remain kneeling, 

"The faithful should always receive holy Com¬ 
munion kneeling, and in profound silence. The 
communicants must not approach the communion 
rail before placing Chenselves in the state of 
grace through a good confession, according to 
the usage and custom in Ky Catholic Church, 

All tE'jOaC who have received holy Communion 
should remain kneeling for a certain length cf 
time after the >Es@s is ended. 

"My aon* 1 am very much offended at present 
by tha profanations of the holy Sacrifice of 
Che altar, and because they have benished My 
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tabernacle from the center c£ the altar in t{y 
churches. )Iy place should not be occupied by 
anyone, for you have no ether who is your God 
except Me. I am one and the same with tty Fat he 
Father Who is in heaven. The devil kiah.es to 
usurp My place, hut you must net permit it. 

Arm yourself with courage and pronounce the 
sentence of excommunication against all those 
prevaricators who are within My Church!" 

FORBID THE MAES WITH FROFANAIIOKS 

10, On February jh, l$?j , Our Lord asked: 

”My beloved hretber B. X, , b&Iieve Me through My 
little- one and take My commissions to My coat 
beloved Vicar: Give Me My Order of Atonement! 
And forbid Che Mass with profenatlone and 
Changes! Proclaim My Blessed Mother under the 
advocation of Perpetual Eelp as Universal Pat¬ 
roness, and I will be with all of yon* until 
the end cf time. Otherwise* 1 will leave you 
to the mercy of the Ccrmenta of your enemies* 
and thus c-any will perieh e tern ally." 

DO NOT ACCEPT MODERN MASS 

11. On Ziay. 14* 1971* Our Lord said to one 
bishop; J1 2u t te 11 My beloved B.X. tint to ac¬ 
cept the modern Hass, to reject it kith cour¬ 
age, although he may have to die for that 
reason. And yon also* prepare your hearts* be¬ 
cause you viil have to give testimony cf My 
doctrine and faithfulness to- My true Church, 
even when an antlpOpe is enthroned. When this 
happens.,.live silently In prayer. 1 kill be 
wtih you always. Eight tow F^y enemies are in 
possession cf My Church. I have permitted the 
demon to do as it was decreed. Eut..+woe to 
those who have been traitote! It would be 


better for them never to have been bom!" 

OUR LORD WILL OFFER TRIDENT!HE MASS 

12, On May 23* 1971 * Our Lord said: "When £ 
will manifest Myself before men, I will select 
My priests. And I, in My pierced hands, will 
conaecrate hosts cf unleavened wheat, and I 
will say before the multitudes the Mass defined 
rn the Council of Trent, Litten therefore now, 
once more: Fay attention to Jfy words* if you do 
net want Me to abandon you fcrOver, I will 
found My kingdom with those who are faithful, 
although they my be few," 

"Respect % churches and even core, the al¬ 
ters* Do net prcff.De them! Let Christian women 
show themaelves as such with their modesty* 
imitating My jwjse holy Mother, Who is their 
codel. Let them perform true atonement, Let 
the Penitential Rosary bo prayedi it does net 
matter if the bishops do not approve itj I have 
dictated it," 

LATIN IS THE LANGUAGE OF THE ANGELS 

13. On Way 2 7, 1971 * Our Lord said; "Tell 
Father Jonas to collaborate with you on 'Es¬ 
trella. 1 Let him defend My messages and My Work, 
o£ Atonement, the holy Mass and the holy tradi¬ 
tions of the Church. Say* My spouse, that on 
tha day Of eternity for human beings* all will 
Speak a single language: this Is that which My 
Church militant should always use officially: 
Latin. Why do they wish to abolish it from, My 
■uhurch? Latin is and should he the language of 
My Church* for it is the language of the angels, 11

14, On Angus!197 1 j Our Lord said: 11 T an 
going to Cell'you sume words not only for then 
but so they tay serve for ethers, Tell tliecj 
that it is net Che hands of thieves who coccit 
sacrileges that wound He the tost...but rather 
the sacrilegious hands of the priests and the 
entire hierarchy, tell them that if they dc net 
unite Immediately to avoid these sacrileges thst 
they themselves commit and which they do not 
mourn,,.that they should net be surprised that 
tabernacles sad consecrated Hosts continue dis¬ 
appearing.

SACRAMENTS IN GENERAL 


Saint Thomas divides the life of mankind into 
four seasons: the state of innocence before the 
fall, the urate of sin before Christ, the state 
of sin after Christ, and the State of bliss in 
heaven. — Ko sacraments are necessary in the 
first and in the last state; escramenta are 
necessary to man in the two middle states. But 
it ia in the "state of a in after Christ" that 
sacraments reach their perfect ion; the, sever, 
sacraments of the Christian dispensation are 
sacraments in the highest sense, because, be¬ 
sides signifying the grace which is the in¬ 
heritance Of faith* they also contain that 
grace and cause it, 

3acrscents are* through their very nature, an 
extension of the incarnation, a variant of that 
nyst&ry expressed in the words; "And the Word 
was made flesh and dwelt among us." 

Every sacrament* then, announces something; 
it brings hack the peat, it is the voice of the 
present, it reveals the future. If the sacra- 
cent did no longer proclaim as a sign something 
which is not seee, it would, not be a saute- 
c.ent; in every sacrament there is a past, a 
present* and a future; the death of Christ is 
its past; supernatural transformation ia its 
present; eternal glory is its future, it car. 
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embrace heaven end earth, time and eternity, 
because it is a sign, 

A sip, is Chat which, besides the impression 
it makes on the Stases, puts cse in mind cf 
something else. When I see the baptismal water 
poured oti the head cf a child, and when I hear 
the words cf rbE priest who does the christen¬ 
ing, i£ I an a nan cf faith, my mind, roused by 
these external rites and signs* travels a long 
way. I go hack to the Jordan, where Christ is 
being baptised. 

When we speak of signs, we clean, of course, 
words as well as things; the words are often 
necessary tc complete the signification of the 
thing. 

The sacraments of the new law are at the same 
tine causes and signs; and on this account it 
is said commonly that they bring about what 
they figure. Frew this it appears also that 
they are sacraments in the most perfect sense 
of the word, because they ate related to some¬ 
thing sacred, not only under the aspect of 
sip., but also under the aspect of cause. The 
sacraments of the Old Law bad ao power in than- 
selves by which they might have operated toward 
the bestowal cf justifying grace, but they only 
signified that faith through which men were 
justified. 

The great signs of God we call saerartents ere 
not only powerful in reminding US of the things 
o£ God, they are powerful in making the things 
cf God live again. They era powerful tools cr 
instruments in the hflnd of God; they are signs 
which at Che same time are tools in the hands 
cf Christ, who vorketb until now. 

The sacramental world is a new wcrld created 
by God, entirely different fron Che wgrld cf 
nature and even from the world cf apirita. 
Sacraments are a new creation with entirely 


new laws* They are 11 the mystery which has been 
hidden from eternity in God who created all 
things: chat the manifold wisdom cf God may be 
cede known to the principalities and powers in 
heavenly places through the church," 

Sacramenta are net substitutes for anything 
else, they are their own end and Justification, 
They produce their own grace ar.d produce it in 
a way entirely different from all the other 
cedes of participating in the divine life* 

The sacramental wcrld is truly a uyafinal 
world in the test sense of Che word: it is 
£ e a lity witheut fixi ty of being. The sacre- 
cental flow is truly the flow cf the Ulood of 
Christ: in one way or another every sacrament 
is the fire of Christ's love whan he wae dying 
on the Cross, Sacraments ate, then, truly an 
energy that cornea from Christ in person* a 
radiation from the charity of tha Cross, a 
stream of grace from the pierced side of 
Christ, 

£ t, Thomas a ay a 1 '"The a a c reme n t be longs Co 
the divine cult in a three-fold jtsnner; first¬ 
ly , by way of the action; sec-sndly, by way of 
tha spent; thirdly, by way of the recipient, 
by way of action itself, the Eucharist be¬ 
longs to the divine cult because in that aacra- 
m.ent divine cult is found in a supre e* manner, 
as it is the sacrifice of the Church... As for 
epenta in the aacracier.fa, we have Che sacra¬ 
ment cf Order, because tb.rough this Rscrament 
ten are delegated to deliver the sacrament unto 
other men; for recipients, however, we have the 
sacrament of Baptise, because through this mar.

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EUCHARIST 


The Eucharist is the queen anongat tfio seven 
sisters of grate, the Catholic sacraments. 

Hr. Thomas sees a threefold reason for the 
supremacy of the Eucharist; 1) la it Christ is 
contained substantially* whilst ia the other 
sacraments there £b a certait instrumental pcve 
derived iron Christ. 

2) The sacraacnt of the Eucharist is fully 
accomplished ia the very constoration of matter 
whilst the other sacraments are fully accom¬ 
plished in the application of the matter to the 
can to be sanctified. 3) Fran this another 
difference fellows; for in the sacrament of the 
Eucharist what is the filing and the sac racer, 
is in Che matter itself; but what is the 
" thins " only — I mean the grace which is given 
is in the one who receives the Eucharist; 
but in baptism both are in the recipient, that 
is to say, charact er* which is the ''thing and 
the sacrament, rl end the grace cf remission cf 
sins* which is the "thing"' only* and the same 
may he said Cf the Other eacrauEntfi, 

In the Eucharist 11 sacrament and thing" is in 
the external natter itself, because truly the 
"things" the spiritual reality, the Body and 
Sicnd of Christ, under the appearance of bread 
and win*, is also "sacrament'-- that ia, re¬ 
presentative in a new way cf the Christ on the 
Cross* when Body ar.d Blood were separated. 

Ecr the Eucharist it means that not only the 
whole external rite cf Hass signifies sacrifice 
but the consecrated elements, or rather* the 
infinitely holy Thing under the elements, also 
signifies sacrifice, as being the immediate re¬ 
presentation Of Christ immolated on the cross.

St, Thomas will say that the 3 acrament is 
sacrifice; that the sacrament is celebrated at 
y.3B 5; that CD receive the sacrament in commun¬ 
ion is a natural outcome of the sacrament; he

The sacrament, fur St* Thomas, is essentially

Mass, for St. Thomas, is simply the sacrament 
which is being celebrated: "In Mass there are 
two things to be considered, namely* lj the 
sacrament itself, which is the principal things 
and 2) the prayers for the living stud the dead 
which are said at Mass," 

At Mass we have as sacrifice e sacrament im¬ 
plies two things* and it implies them equally 
£r=edlately: firstly, that there is *3 real 
sacrifice; secondly* that it ia s sacrifice 
such as lias net been known, to human Experience. 

h T e Catholics have that great freedom of mind 
through cur faith in the reality cf the Euchar¬ 
istic sacrifice; ve know that through this 
faith we move in a world which ia Entirely be¬ 
yond human experience; we ere true mystics, be¬ 
cause we hold an infinite reality end yet hold 
it without any (reran factcTs; if ia truly the 
"nysterium fidei, the mystery of the faith, 
Ve surround the celebration of the Eucharistic 
sacrifice with every kind of imitation of 
Christ's real sacrifice on the cross; we multi¬ 
ply the sign of the croa® over the elements; 
Jiass is a spiricuei drama, a mystery play, cf 
the finest order; we love to remember every one 
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sf the avents that took place between the Gar¬ 
den of Olives and the sepulch re in which 
Christ's tody ifae laid; but we Know also that 
the sacrament which is being celEbrated through 
it all, and under cover of it all, considered 
in itaclf, has no such human aceidentHj that it 
is a simple thing, without succession of events, 
and though it be in our hards, it is still 
woxIds apart f tom the wot! d in which we 1ive. 

The Catholic has never found it difficult te

PECCATORUM. 

The Consecration, through Transubstantiatiori 
prayer, is the center sacrifice cf the Mage, 
because from that Dement the Real Presence of 
Christ is on the altar. 

The Church has maintained that the Eucharistic 
rife, as she learned it from Christ and his 
Apostlesj, with the dual consecration and all 
the sacramental signification that surrounds it, 
is a true sacrifice. 

In the Eucharistic mystery Body and Blood 
exists separately — through a sacramental sep¬ 
aration completely sufficient for the purpose -- 
though the natural Fenson cf Christ be whole 
and entire, 

Christ, wbe gave his body and Slood to the 
Apostles at the Last Supper, was whole and 
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entire at the head of the festive board- The 
Christ whose Body and Blood is Oft the Catholic 
altar is whole and entire in heaven. Wow the 
Body and Blood cf the Eucharist are repre¬ 
sentations of the Christ in the state in which 
he was not whoIe and entire, but when he was 
broken up into parts on the cross at his death. 
The Eucharistic Eody and the Eucharistic 
Blood, therefore, at the Last Supper, were the 
representation, or, to choose out word wore 
accurately f the presentaCion, of the Christ who 
would be broken up the day after, not of the 
Christ who was there at the head Cf the table■ 
The Eucharistic Eody and the Eucharistic Blood 
on our altars ate the representation -- here 
Che word is quite accurate — not of the Christ 
who is in heaven,, hut again of the Christ whc 
was broken up on Calvary. 

The Eucharist represents in a supremely real¬ 
istic fashion, because it is what Christ was at 
one time* Body and Blood, When Christ was Body 
and lilpod only he was the perfect .sa crifice; and 
the Eughariat is perfect sacrifice because it is 
that literal rendering present -- each is the 
true meaning of representation -- of what there 
vas on this earth of Christ after the conaumma- 
tum est had been pronounced, by him, when his 
Soul had been given up to the Father, 

Let us remeubar vhat we have said of the dis- 
tinecion between ^ sacrament " on the one hand, 
and 18 secracier.t and thing" on the other hand. 

In the Eucharist the "sacrament and thing" are 
the Body and the Blood of Christ, Not only does 
the Eucharist have the power of signification as 
"’sacrament * 11 but the Eucharist has the power of 
signification as ''sacrament and tbtng£ n because 
the Body and the Blood of Christ in the Euchar¬ 
ist are representative, i + e,* as significative 
ip anCreme literalness of reality of the Christ 
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on the Cross, 

The Eucharistic doctrine with the light as 
clear as the light of the rising sun that one 
phase cf the divine career of the Son of God on 
earth is kept perpetually present amongst. us 
with an exactness cf repetition that is truly 
overwhelming when we come to medicate oo it. 
After his death, and before the Resurrection, 
Christ was truly cn this earth; but in what a 
state! His Body was lifeless and bloodless* 
his Blood was poured out* anti the earth drank 
it as it has drunk Che blood cf Abel; yet in 
this broken condition the Par son cf Chri st re¬ 
gained, fur the death of Christ vas not as the 
death of Abel, Hypostatic union survived that 
great breaking up — that is to Say* the divine 
Person of the Word remained united as before, 
both with the Body and the Blood cf Christ; 
the Person of Christ had been broken up; ro 
that it may be said in ail exactness of theo¬ 
logical language* that the Body and ;he Blood 
on Calvary or rn the sepulchre were Christ* on 
account of the divine Person hypostatitally 
united. The Son of God never ceased to be a 
complete Person, even in death, a thing which 
is net to be admitted of the human dead, who 
cease to be persons in the real sense of the 
vc rd. 

PRIEST ANE EUCHARIST 

F;r Saint Thomas there are two representative 
elements, the Christian priest and the sacra¬ 
mental Body and Blood. The priest represents 
Christ; the Eucharistic elements represent 
Christ's body and Blood, The Christian priest¬ 
hood is m truly a sacrament as the Christian 
gaorifice is a sacrament. The two sacraments 
s t a ft d to each o t he t its the r® la t i on in wh ich 
Christ stood to his immolation on the cross. 
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Sacramentally the Catholic priesthood la one 
with the Eucharistic Victim as, naturally, 
ChTxst waa one with the. thing he offered on 
the erase. 

The Council cf Trent made a document about 
the Mass which said: "Our Cad and Lord, who 
was on the point of offering herself oil the 
Altar of the Cross to the Eternal Father 
through death, with a view cf bringing about 
their eternal redeEption, at the Last Supper, 
on the night in which he was being hetrayed, 
offered up to Ced the Father his Body and his 
Blood under the appearance cf bread and wine, 
Thia he did in ertfer not to let his priesthood 
come to an end through death * and thus he gave 
to his bsieved Bride, the Church a. visible 
sacrifice in keeping with the exigencies of 
the nature of nan, His object was this, that 
the bloodly sacrifice which was on the point cf 
being accomplished on the Cress should be re¬ 
presented; that its memory should remain to the 
end of the world, add that its saving power 
should be applied (to us) ur.to remission of 
those sins which are committed by ub daily; 
and in acting thus he declared himself to be 
constituted a priest according to the order cf 
Xelchiaedcch for ever . 11 

"Moreover, he gave his Body and Blood under 
the symbols of the uaioe things Cc his Apostles 
for their food, caking then thea priests cf the 
same JTaw Tea talent. Furthermore, he gave then 
a p re cep t to offer up in sacrifice his Body an c 
Sloodt and in their nane to their successes in 
the priesthood. This precept was conveyed in 
the following words; "Eo this in memory of ne." 
Such has always been the understanding and the 
■doctrine of the Catholic Church. After cele¬ 
brating that old faach which the ^altitude of 
the children cf Israel were wo Pit to immolate 
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in memory of their flight from Egypt, Christ 
instituted the nev Fasch* namely hir.seIf, to ha 
icnclated by the Church through her priests 
under visible signs, in memory cf his own pas¬ 
sage from the world to the Father, that passage 
in which he redeemed us through the pouring out 
cf his Blood and delivered uh fra a the power cf 
darkness and translated us into his kingdom,.* 
And as in this divine sacrifice which is cele¬ 
brated at Mass the very' same Christ is con¬ 
tained end lcmolatedi in a bloodless fashion 
who had offered himself up once on the Altar 
cf the Cross in a bloodly manner, it is the 
doctrine of this hcly Synod (Trent) that this 
sacrifice (of Mass) is truly the sacrifice of 
propitiation* for the Lord being appeased by 
the oblation of the sacrifice, giving grace and 
the gift of penance, remits the most heinous 
crimes and sins; for it is one and the same 
victim; the sane is cffeting now through the 
ministry of the priests who then offered him¬ 
self on the Cross, the difference being only in 
the way of offering. Of that offering, I mean 
the bloody offering, the fruits co=>e to us most 
abundantly through the other offering (the itu" 
bloody one); so nothing is further away (from 
the mind of the, Church) than that one should 
be in the least way derogatory tc the ether." 

"Per this reason it is offered up, not only 
fer the sins of eh* living faithful* their 
guilt, their satisfaction, and their other 
necessities* but it is also offered for those 
who died in Christ and who are r.ot yet fully 
cleansed, and we do this legitimately according 
to the tradition cf the Apostles," 

THE POWER OF TKAWSUBSTAKTIATIOW 

The power which changes -comes after the power 
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q f signification; in other words, the whole 
external sacramental action in vcrda and deeds 
signifies one things and one thing only, Che 
Body nf Christ ecd the Blood of Christ* 

Transubstantiation, then, is net so much the 
sacrament* as the divinely revealed explanation 
of the truth of the sacrament; Trsnsubstaa- 
tiatlon is net the Eucharistic sacrifice, but 
it is the hidden power that makes the sacrifice 
a reality, not a pere symbol. 

The best way in order Co make clear to the 
reader the glory of Transubatantiation is this 
assertion, that after Christ, the Son of Cod, 
had dunes Che great deed of the first consents- 
t ton at the L as t Sup pet, the mire eie wa s com¬ 
plete, and nothing new has happened since. The 
circumstance that thousands of priests conse¬ 
crate co-day in all parts of the world is no 
new marvel, Trans instantiation contained it all 
from the beginning. Trans instantiation, is the 
power of Christ to change bread into bis Body 
and wine into his Blood. Now this is an abso¬ 
lute power, not limited in any way. If the 
thing can he dote once* it Can he done always* 
in every place, wherever bread and wine are 
found on the altar during the sacrifice* 

THE MASS AND PRIESTHOOD 

The Church considers that every Mass is a new 
and complete sacrifice, because at every Maas a 
priest acts anew, and does what he did net do 
the day before, The Eucharistic sacrifice is 
not one continuous act parfemed by Christ in 
Heaven; it is sc many different sacrifices, wit)l 
a human moda of differentiation. Ke must, then 
conclude that ia the Eucharist Christ is net 
only the Victim in a supernatural way, hut he 
is also Priest in a sacramental way, net in a 
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natural way, as he was Priest in a natural way 
on Calvary, H* is Priest as far as he is repre¬ 
sented through the character of Order in the 
human priest, and as far as he acts through the 
human priest; in other words, if there ware no 
sacramental priesthood in the Church there 
could be no sacramental sacrifice. VJhat he 
(Christ) did at the Last Supper the priests do 
for ever, in hia IZame* in his power, in his 
parson, as the Council of Trent says; They do 
what he did. He was the first Rrieat c£ the 
Church, and all ether priest are his sacra- 
mental images. The priesthood which he exor¬ 
cised at the Last Eupper as the Head of the 
Church goes on in the Church in her own priest¬ 
hood, which is the sacramental continuation of 
the priesthood of the Last Supper* as the vic¬ 
tim is the sacramental representation cf the 
Calvary sacrifice. 

Jfass ia ess antially a aacramer.es 1 action, 
periermed by a sacramental priesthood, not a 
thing dona in heaven* hut here on earth, to be 
timbered in human numb era. It it not one mi— 
changing state cf Christ; it is the ever-ardent 
love of the Church offering up her Christ to 
the Rather, intermittently, yet with an ever- 
increasing acceleration of activity, "b'e offer 
up victim and senga of praise Co thee, 0 
Lord," 

THE EUCHARISTIC L1GURGY -- MASS 

The Eucharistic Liturgy or rite,--Chat the 
great Catholic tradition viaualisas as the 
Eucharistic sacrifice from the angle of sacra¬ 
ment. The Church has surrounded the sacrifice 
Ci the Eucharist with auch splendour, With such 
rites and ceremonies, as could only sdorn a 
thing entirely in the Church'a peg session. 

Sacraments are the property of the Church, if 
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anything la the property of the Church, and, 
being her awn, she has noted with theq with the 
utmost resourcefulness , adding to the divinely 
instituted significations which Constitute the 
essence of the Sacrament her own syDboliems and 
signs and sacramentala, sc as to cake of the 
simple thing given by Christ a glorious cele- 
bration, where nature and grace. art and faith, 
vie with one another in the effort to express 
the great hidden truth. 

When Our Lord told hi® Apostles to do this in 
heaoo 1 of him, he evidently ordered them fc 
carry out the rite which they had seen hit pet” 
form, with its thanksgiving, its blessing, its 
breaking of the divine elements, and other won¬ 
derful Cireurnstantea, which rust have made such 
a deep imp teasion on their minds, 

THE MINISTER OF THE ECCHAREST 

The Eucharist being a permanent sacrament, 
and the confection and reception thereof being 
separated frors each other by an interval cf 
time, the minister nay be and in fact is two¬ 
fold r a) the cinister of consecration and b) 
the minister cf administration. The Council ci 
Trent authoritatively declared that "Chriet 
ordained the Apostles true priests and com¬ 
manded them as well as other priests to offer 
His Body and Blood in the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Hass." By this decision it was also de¬ 
clared that the power ot conaeerating and that 
of offering the Holy Sacrifice axe identical. 

To the category cf "priests" feacerdos), 
belong, according to the teaching of the Church, 
only bishops and priests * deecons, subdeacons, 
end those in cincr orders are excluded from 
this dignity.

During the Ecly Sacrifice cf the Kaos, a 
priest makes 15 genuflexinns, kissing the altar 
tea times (including the kiss cf the Gospel 
book and of the paten); be makes the sign cf 
the erase GQ times - Uuriug the CANON* the 
priest raakea the sign of the cross 33 times 5 he 
genuflects ten times s and he kisses the altar 
and paten three times. 

NOTE; In the ''Nevus Orde" mass* he makes only 
two genuflexions* kisses the altar twice, and 
makes the sign of the Cross two times.

DECREE 

In order that the faithful of Christ he 
brought tq a full, conscious and active par- 
ticipation in the liturgical celebration* and 
thus gather abundance of paces from the lit¬ 
urgy Vi eh greater certainty, the Sacrosanct 
Ecumenical Council Vatican II established nerds 
for more room to be grantad to the use of the 
Yflm scular langu age, 

According to the doctrine of the Constitution 
cn Baerad Liturgy established by that aana 
Council, the sanctification Of Mankind is aig- 
nified by sensible signs, words net being ok- 
cluded, and is performed in a manner proper to 
each one of the rite3. "Even if the Sacred 
Liturgy is mainly the worship cf the Divine 
>[ajesty, it contain:9 also great instruction fer 
the faithful, the visible sigea cf which the 
Sacred Liturgy cakes one to signify invisible 
divine tblugs, have bean cbosen either by 
Christ or by the Church. Therefore* it. is not 
only whan there are road "the things which have 
been written for our instruction*” (Rom. xv*4) 
but even when the Church either prays* or sings 
or performs actions, the faith of those who are 
participating is fostered, their nind is 
quickened towards God so that they may render 
bin a homage conformable to reason and may re¬ 
ceive his grace in greater abundance ," (Art. 33) 
In view cf the increase of faith &nj devotion 
both of the clerics and of the Christian 
people, We, the Bishcpa of the diocese cf 
United States of North America, according to 
the norms of Articles 22 and 36 cf that same 
Constitution on Sacred Liturgy and in virtue of

COMMENTARY: Curing. Vatican Council II in 1951, 
there wore. heated debates about the New Roman 
Mi-eaal. It was finally agreed that the Roman 
Missal of bios V would remain * tut with per¬ 
mit Sion tQ use the movable parts in the i^ema¬ 
cular, while the Canon, would regain in Latin. 

For that reason, on June 7, 1970, Our Lord gave 
a message with guidelines on hew to attend that 
Mass, which, however, would still Tamain acocrd- 
ing to the decree of Hus v. 

The first raisaala began to appear in 13 $4, in 
which the Epistle, GospeL and other movable 
parts were printed in the vernacular. The enemy 
took advantage cf the permission to use the 
vernacular, and soon afterwards they composed 
the Nevus Offdo with the help cf eix Protestant 
ministers; with clever maneuvres they obtained 
the Tope’s approval► Vatican Tl did not make 
any document C7 decree about the present Kovus 
Opdo mass, which has been imposed without 
foundation. Pope Paul VI never abrogated the 
Bull Quo PfjjMifl, ii'C*, the Renan Maes of Pin a 
V, because he could not contradict that Full 
and traditionj therefore the Mass cf Pius V re¬ 
mains in force. Whoever says that only the 
Nevus Orde mass is valid and obligatory, and 
that the Tffidectina Maas ia forbidden, ia tell¬ 
ing a lie. Thera ia no Bull about the Nevus 
Ordo naas and there cannot be, unless the Pope 
says that the Church was in error isi the past 
and that only the present ia correct. 
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APOSTOLIC CONSTITUTION — quC PROffiH 
of Pope St. Pius V — 15 70 

The following Is an English tranIsation of 
the Apostolic Constitution, "Quo Primum" pro¬ 
mulgated in 1570 by Pope St. Pius V, ordering 
the use of the Tridentine Missal fer all fut¬ 
ure time. It appeared in Latin in every 
official Altar Missal f tqth 1570 until the re¬ 
cent changes were instituted; then It was 
conveniently dropped. 

From the very first, upon Our elevation to 
the chief Apostleghip, we gladly turned Our 
Ell ad and energisa end directed ail iur thoughts 
to those itatter which concerned the preserva¬ 
tion of a pure liturgy, and we strove with 
God r s help, by every means In cur power, to 
accomplish this purpose. For, besides ether 
decrees of the sacred Council of Trent, there 
were stipulations icr -Js to revise and re-edit 
the e acred books: the Catechism., the Missal, 
and the Breviary. With the Catechise published 
for the instruction of the faithful, by God’s 
help, and the Breviary thoroughly revised for 
the worthy praise of God, in order that the 
Missal and Breviary inay he in perfect harmony, 
as is fitting and proper—for it ia oust 
becoming that there be in the Church only one 
appropriate manner of reciting the Fsalms and 
only one rite for the celebration of Maas—We 
deeded it necessary to give our irradiate 
attention to what still remained to be done, 
vis., the re-editing cf the Missal as soon as 
poseible. 

Meneep We decided to entrust this work to 
learned men of ocr selection. They very care¬ 
fully ccHated all their work with the ancient 
codices in Our Vatican library and with reli— 
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able preserved or amended codices from else¬ 
where , Besides this, these cen consulted the 
works of ancient and approved authors conce.m- 
ine the same sacred rites; end thus they have 
restored the HiSsal itself to the original fern 
and rite of the holy Fathers, When this work 
had been gone over numerous tines end further 
emended* after serious study and reflection* We 
commanded that the finished product be printed 
and published as soon as possible* so that all 
eight enjoy the fruits Of this labor; and thus * 
priests would know which prayers to use end 
which rites and ceremonies they were required 
to observe £roa now on in the celebration c£ 
Masses, 

let all everywhere adopt and observe, whet has 
been handed down by the Holy Soman Church, the 
Mother ami Teacher of the ether churches* and 
let Masses not be sung or read according to any 
ether formula than that of this Missal publish¬ 
ed hy lie, This ordinance applies henceforth, 
now and forever* throughout alt the provinces 
of Che Christian world, to- all patriarchates, 
cathedral churches, collegiate and parish 
churchesi be they secular or religious, both of 
non and women--even of military orders—and of 
cfrurcEi&a or chapels without a specific congire- 
gation in which conventual Masses are Rung 
aloud in choir cr road privately in accord with 
the rites and customs Of the Roman Church. This 
Missal is to be used by all churches, even by 
those which £o their authorization are made 
exempt, whether by Apostolic indult, custom, or 
privilege, or even if by oath cr official con¬ 
firmation of the Holy See* cr have their rights 
and faculties guaranteed to then hy any other 
manner whatsoever. 

This new rite alone is to be used unless ap¬ 
proval of the practice of sayieg Masa dif¬ 


ferently was given at -the very r Cite of the in¬ 
stitution and confirmation of the church by the 
Apostolic See at least 200 year? ego, Of unJ.eas 
there has prevailed a custom of a similar kind 
which has been continuously followed for a per¬ 
iod of not less than 230 years* in which caseg 
He in no wise resolnd their above-Mentioned 
prerogative cr custom. However, if this 
Missal, which we have seen fit to publish* be 
acre agreeable to these latter, k'e grant them 
permission to celebrate Mass aeonrd£ng to its 
rite, provided they have the consent of their 
bishop ur prelate or of their whole Chapter, 
everything else tc She contrary notwithstanding, 
All other of the churcites referred to above* 
however, are hereby denied.the use of other 
missals, which are to be discantinoed entirely 
and absolutely; whereas, by this present Con¬ 
stitution, which will be valid henceforth* now, 
end ferever* Ke order and enjoin that nothing 
must be added'to qur recently published Missal* 
nothing omitted from it, not anything whatso¬ 
ever be changed within it under the penalty 
cf Our displeasure, 

k'e specifically command each and every pat¬ 
riarch, administrator* and all'other persona of 
whatever ecclesiastical dignity they nay be, 
be they even cardinals of the Holy. Roman 
Church, or possessed of any other rank or pre¬ 
en iqenee* and We order thorn in virtue of holy 
obedience to chant or to Teed the Mass accord¬ 
ing to the rite and manner and norm herewith 
laid down by Us and* hereafter* to discontinue 
and completely discard all other- retries and 
rites of other missels, however ancient, which 
they have customarily followed; and they must 
not in celebrating. Mess presume to introduce 
any cereounies cr recite any prayers other than 
those contained in this Missal, 














Furthermore, by these presents, (this lav), In 
virtue of Our Apostolic authority, We grant and 
concede in perpetuity that, for the chanting or 
reading of the Maes in any church whatsoever, 
this Missal is hereafter ta he followed abso¬ 
lutely, without any scruple of conscience cr 
fear cf incurring any penalty, judgment, or 
censure, and cay freely and lawfully be used, 
Her ere superiors, administrators, canons, 
chaplains, and other secular priests, or reli¬ 
gious, of whatever order or by whatever title 
designated, obliged to celebrate the Mass 
otherwise than as enjoined by Ua, We likewise 
declare and ordain that no one whosoever is to 
be forced or coerced to alter this Missal, and 
that this present document cannot be revoked or 
modified, but remain always valid and retain 
its full force—notwithstanding the previous 
constitutions and decrees of the Holy See, as 
well ne any general cr special constitutions or 
edicts of provinical or synodal councils, and 
notwithstanding the practice end custom of the 
aforesaid churches, established by long and 
imatemorial prescription— except, however, if 
of more than two hundred years' standing* 
it is Our will, therefore, and by the same 
authority. We decree that, after We publish 
this constitution and the edition of this 
Missal, the priests of the Reman Curia are, 
after thirty days, obliged to chant or read the 
Mass according to itJ all others south of the 
Alps, after three months; and that those beyond 
the Alps either within six months or whenever 
the Missal, is available for sale. Wherefore, 
in order that the Missal be preserved incorrupt 
throughout the whole world and kept free of 
flaws and errors, the penalty for nonobservancc 
for printers, whether mediately or immediately 
subject to Our dominion, and that of the Holy 
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Soman Church, will be the forfeiting of their 
hooks and a fine of one hundred gold ducats, 
payable ipao facto to the Apostolic Treasury* 
Further, as for those located in other parte c 
the world, the penalty is excommunication 
latae santect iae £i■e., imposed by an eccleai- 
astleal tribunal), and such other penalties as 
cay in Our judgment be imposed; acd We decree 
by this law that they must not dare or presume 
either to print cr to publish or to sell, cr in 
any way to accept hooks of this nature without 
Our approval and consent, or without the ex¬ 
press consent of the Apostolic Corsiissarles cf 
those places, who- will he appointed by (Ja. 

Said printer must receive a standard Missal 
from the aforementioned Apostolic Commissary to 
serve as a model for subsequent copies, which, 
when made, must be conparecl with the standard 
FEissal and agree faithfully with it and in no 
wise vary front the Roman His sal cf the large 
type ( secundum DaRsam i mp res a l o aea ) „ 

Accordingly, sicce it would be difficult for 
this present pronouncement to be sent to all 
parts of the Christian world and simultane¬ 
ously come to light everywhere, tie direct that 
it be, as uaual, posted and published at the 
dcors cf the Basilica of the Friace of the 
Apostles, also at the Apostolic Chancery, and 
on the street at Campo Florae furthermore, We 
direct that printed copies cf this same edict 
signed by a notary public and cade official hy 
an ecclesiastical dignitary possess the same 
indubitable validity everywhere and in every 
nation, as if Our manuscript were Shown there. 
Therefore, no one whosoever is permitted to 
alter this latter cr heedlessly to venture to 
go contrary to this notice of Out permission. 
Statute, Ordinance, command, precept, grant, 
ltidult, declaration, will, decree, and prohi- 
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bition, Should anyone* however, presume to 
commie such an act, ho should know that he w;3 
incur the wrath of Almighty God and of the 
Pleased Apostles Peter and Paul,
